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Massive Air 
Onslaught On

Extensive Damage 
In North Korean

TOKYO, July 28.—(INS)—A 
massive air onslaught against 
the Communists roared into 
the sixth day today and there 
were indication it is seriously 
damaging North Korean com­ 
munications. 
The main marshalling yard 
of the vital Pyongyang-Won- 
san railroad line and bridges 
in the Seoul area were the 
principal targets Friday. 
Far east air forces announced 
that the yard was “choked with 
railroad cars” as a result of Thurs­ 
day’s bombing. 
FEAF said a col­ 
umn of smoke rose to 5,000 feet 
“almost immediately” after B-29 
Superfortresses bombed the yard. 
Increased anti-aircraft fire was 
met at the yards, which FEAF in­ 
terpreted as indicating the “in­ 
creased sensitivity” of the com­ 
munists to the continued attacks. 
Weather Mot Good 
Weather Friday was not as good 
over the battle lines, however, and 
fighter action there was limited. 
On Thursday planes from the far 
•ast air force bomber command 
and the fifth air force showered 
more than 200 tons of demolition 
bombs on some 20 “carefully se­ 
lected targets” in the sustained air 
action designed to sever the com­ 
munist front troops from their 
supplies. 
Of these 20 primary targets, the 
air force announced, more than 
two-thirds “were damaged to an 
extent which would temporarily or 
permanently restrict their use by 
the North Korean forces'”. 
These targets were bridges, mar­ 
shalling yards and other “critical” 
links in communications lines feed­ 
ing supplies to communists on the 
battle lines. 
“Extensive Damage” 
B-29 Superfort pilots reported 
“extensive structural damage’ to a 
large railroad bridge carrying traf­ 
fic across the Han river from Seoul 
south toward the war zone.

Canvas Sentiment 
Both Democratic and Republican 
leaders are canvassing congression­ 
al sentiment on how much author­ 
ity should be delegated to the 
president for dealing with the Ko­ 
rean emergency. 
Sen. Taft (R) Ohio, said that 
there is “at least a suspicion that 
the present crisis is being used to 
secure powers long desired but uiS> 
related and unjustified in the pres­ 
ent necessity”. 
Taft said the president's request 
for limited authority will “inevit­ 
ably” lead to total controls. 
The

Would Give Authority 
The administration bill would 
give Mr. Truman authority to allo­ 
cate scarce defense materials, curb 
consumer and banking credits and 
prevent commodity speculation.

Will Call 80,000

100,000 men requested by the 
Army during September and 
October. 
Chairman Vinson (D) Ga., of 
the H o u s e A r m e d Services 
Committee called simultane­ 
ously for the creation of an 
additional five to eight army 
divisions. 
Vinson urged that the army’s 
10 combat divisions be boosted to 
15 or 18 divisions to cope with the 
Korean war and possible Commun­ 
ist aggression elsewhere. 
Other Developments 
There were these other develop­ 
ments in the military picture: 
1. President Truman signed a 
bill to freeze all enlistments for 
one year. 
2. The defense department pro­ 
longed by six months the overseas 
duty of personnel in foreign thea­ 
ters other than the Far East. 
3. Gen. MacArthur was authbr- 
ized to prolong the stay of per­ 
sonnel in the Far East, if he sees 
fit. 
4. The defense department said 
it will be necessary to add 236,978 
civilian employes in the military 
establishment at home and abroad. 
This will bring total civilian em­ 
ployment in the department to 
975,773 and more than wipe out 
the results of Defense Secretary 
Johnson’s year-old economy pro­ 
gram. 
Call 89,999 More Draftees 
The army has called for 80,000 
draftees in addition to the 20,000 
requested on July 10, and for the 
first time has fixed at a time limit 
on inductions. 
The first call was for men “as 
soon as possible.” The new call 
specifies that 50,000 shall be in­ 
ducted in September, and another 
50.000 in October,

EDT Friday) reported that 
about 800 troops of the enemy’s 15th Division fbrced a breach 
between the U. S. 25th Division and the South Korean 6th 
division in the vicinity of Ichon-ni in the Yongdock-Chechon 
sector. 
MacArthur added that the South Korean troops “are now 
holding firm and trying to close the breach to restore the 
defense positions.”

THIS PROPERTY— WHY? 


In 1920. when we purchased our downtown property at 
316-320 East North Street, everyone will have to admit 
that things were different then, than they are today. There 
was no bridge across the Neshannock at North Street. There 
was practically no travel on East North Street, just occa­ 
sionally a horse-driven vehicle or an automobile. 
In the years since then, there has been some improve­ 
ment In this locality. 
A bridge has been placed at North 
Street, Rural Avenue has been opened up, and there are 
parking lots on Neshannock Avenue, which we know, and 
the City knows, makes It nearly impossible to use our place 
for funeral work. In fact we had to look elsewhere.

We even made 
what was a horse stable, into a beautiful four-apartment 
building. Now, we are told we are running a funeral home 
Illegally. If that was the case at that time, why weren't we 
told about it. or could it he that those in power at that 
time, felt as we do now, that anything to help the congestion 
of traffic downtown, would be an improvement to our City. 
Now, in order to alleviate our being in the way, down­ 
town, and using our downtown funeral home, even though 
impossible quite often to get into our building downtown 
on account of the parking conditions, and as we had three 
acres of ground, less ten feet, on the North Hill, and we 
could help the City In their parking problem by taking 
all of our business to the North Hill, but our City Solicitor 
says “No,” as he dug up an “A” zone somewhere, which 
would make an awful scream if we placed another building 
on our property, which we pay high taxes for, and think 
we own. 
We have been over a year now trying to get this mat­ 
ter settled, and we are not any farther ahead now, than we 
were a year ago. 
Our neighbors, property owners, very 
willingly signed a petition for us to build a small building 
back of the apartment house in order to keep our equip­ 
ment, and take care of our business up there, as well as get 
back some of the business we have lost on account of no 
parking. 
We have always kept this property, at a great expense, 
in a beautiful condition, which is known as a show place 
of western Pennsylvania. 
We do not want, or can’t have 
anything built on this property that will distract from it 
in any way. If we wanted to build five houses on one single 
lot, that is certainly permissible, or if somebody wanted to 
build an apartment house, that seems to be permissible, and 
the city is wanting apartments awfully bad. 
Therefore, in order to make our building, that we pro­ 
pose to build, coincide with the surrounding properties, 
we are willing to build a third floor, which we do not need, 
into apartments, in order to help the looks of the property, 
and make it the same height as the building already there. 
So, you will wonder why this property is for «ale. We 
feel that we should buy and build out in the township, 
where we can do. and improve, as vfe wish to. without being 
tied down with just certain things, or whatever the present 
council might think we should have. We realise also that it 
will he possible for us to do business for a great deal less 
money, with lower taxes and less upkeep. 
This will make a beautiful property for a nursing home 
or a convalescent home. 
There is plenty of ground to 
build all the buildings wanted, which as I understand, 
would not interfere with this terrible “A”. 
Some people might think, “Yes, we have made a lot 
of money, there must be money in the funeral business,” . 
but we will leave this up to our brother funeral directors. 
We could never have owned this property, eould never hav« 
improved It, eould never have paid the enormous taxes 
that is on it, had it not been that we had a patent on, 
and manufactured, a flower rack that was sold all over the 
United States, and also, had we not seen the need for a 
wholesale supply house in this community, and made it 
possible for funeral directors not to have to wait for days 
to get something special or to get funeral supplies at whole­ 
sale prices. These two things are the present factors in us 
buying this home, and make it possible to have a lovely 
place, out of the congested district, for people to have 
funerals, which are seldom ever held at the residence any 
more. 
We were told when we bought this property, if we Im­ 
proved lt, La place of allowing it to be dismantled, which 
were the plan« at that time, that our taxes would he re­ 
duced. I hate to tell you how much they were reduced. 
In faet they were raised. 
Now, this it our aide of the story, and if we can give 
just as good service to our patrons and build the kind of a 
building we want, out in the edge of the City, we would 
like to have anyone tell us, if we are not doing the right 
thing. 
As I said before, our neighbors who understand this 
, proposition, have been perfectly willing for us to make 
this move, and City Council voted four to one, that a*e 
should do so, in order to relieve traffic. The City Solicitor 
is (he only one that it seems ean’t see the good it will be 
for the City, not only for ourselves, but the congestion on 
North Street.

Higher taxes for next year are as sure as death and (par 
don the expression) taxes. There is no help for it. If the Korean 
mess were settled tomorrow, taxes would still have to be 
raised. If non-military government activities, including social 
t security, were cut to the lowest minimum the American people 
would stand for, the increased military expenditures that have 
* become inevitable would still force the United States to spend 
* more money. 
It may be that if everyone works hard and helps keep 
* inflation down, tax increases won’t affect the standard of 
living seriously. And higher taxes help balance the budget and 
keep the national debt from rising. In this way taxes that are 
high enough prevent an increase in debt service and hence 
may prevent additional future tax increases. 
If there is another world war, the debt will have to shoot 
up. But for the present war in Korea, and for the increased 
military expenditures the world situation now calls for, sound 
fiscal policy seems to call for paying as we go. It will be 
cheaper in the long run. 
The Unite States seems to have reached a point now 
where there is only one way to get real tax relief. That way is 
; to reduce armaments. The United States is insisting that the 
UN, even now, go on studying the problem of disarmament; 
and U. S. experts have offered new concrete proposals for the 
UN committee to consider. If there is a third world war, al 
bets are off. An taxes, for those that survive, will be out of 
’ this world. 
If American efforts succeed, there is a good chance for 
disarmament and real tax reduction. They must succeed.

British policy—ever controver- 
cial since the nation voted itself 
into socialism five years ago—was 
linked firmly with that of the Unit­ 
ed Nations today but still faces 
criticism at home and abroad. 
The announcement by Defense 
Minister Emanuel Shinwell that 
Britain is prepared to send ground 
troops, complete with infantry, ar­ 
mor, artillery and engineers to 
South Korea could not fail to 
hearten the democracies. 
Great Britain Joins 
It meant that Great Britain was 
joining with the United States, 
Thailand, Turkey. Australia and 
New Zealand in the van of an in­ 
ternational punitive force against 
communism that will occupy a 
unique place in future history. 
There was a slight dash of cool 
weather, however, in Shin wells 
statement that this force could not 
be prepared at a moment’s notice 
and his insistence that it takes 
time to build up an expedition. 
Former Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill, always at his corrosive 
best when attacking the Labor gov­ 
ernment on virtually anything and 
everything, called Shinwell’s pro­ 
posals “few and far between . 
And other critics were quick To 
remember that the invasion of 
South Korean by the communists 
is now more than a month old. 
Despite speedy dispatch of the 
British far eastern fleet to Korean 
waters, the feeling is present that 
Britain has ben slow to act. 
Political Shrewdness 
Competent observers, however, 
saw 
a 
great 
deal 
of 
political 
shrewdness in the long preamble 
that preceded the minister's brief 
announcement of the plans for 
land reinforcements. 
This consisted almost entirely of 
an appraisal of Soviet strength. 
And inasmuch as there is no rea­ 
son to doubt the efficiency of Brit­ 
ish intelligence work in Europe, 
the picture he presented was an 


made 
tanks—which

many. 
Well Balanced Presentation 
Thus, despite the criticism, Shin- 
weli's message to the House of 
Commons seems to have been a 
well-balanced

The plain fact of the matter is 
that respite criticism in the House 
of Commons, in the press or in 
London drawing-rooms and pubs, 
the British war office knows best 
what it can do and how to do it 
That is the most natural thing 
in the world.

wage a major one, and possibly to 
lose it. 
It is no exaggeration to 
say that despite outward manifes­ 
tations of friendliness on Inde­ 
pendence Day, the mere mention 
of July the Fourth has made the 
average 
Englishman wince ever 
since 1776. 
Power and Might Slips 
As in the United States, the 
chief criticism against the Labor 
government seems to be based up­ 
on the allegation that it allowed 
might and power to slip away since 
the end of the second world war. 
This, however, blinks at the still 
very considerable strength of the 
royal navy, the continued skill if 
not numerical strength of the air 
force, and military commitments 
in Malaya and Hong Kong which 
have helped to discourage com­ 
munism and keep it in check. 
Shinwell said that he is trying 
to make the armed services more 
attractive to obtain a speed-up in 
recruiting. 
This is an exceedingly important 
consideration. If the government’s 
present plans result in anything 
suggesting a popular fervor in be­ 
half of the United Nations’ effort, 
the forces of aggression may re- 
awesome one.

Most of the 101 documents included in the State Depart 
ment’s White Paper on Korea are simply more precised and 
detailed and official expressions of facts already known to 
• newspaper readers. But Document 10, the report of the UN 
* Temporary Commission on Korea (UNTCOK), gives a startling 
•picture of events preceding the invasion. For about three 
• weeks before the attack, North Korea abandoned its campaign 
•of vilification and took the initiative in proposing peaceful 
unification of all Korea. 
In view of the scale and efficiency of the offensive 
* launched on June 25, it is evident that military preparations 
¡for it were already under way when the campaign began. Its 
•.sole purpose, in the opinion of UNTCOK, must have been to

Senate Historic-Histrionics

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 28.—Most anything can happen in the 
U.S. Senate’s production of "Joe-Joe,” that wild and rousing melo­ 
drama which features the two well-known adversaries, Joe Stalin and 
Joe McCarthy. 
' 
The Soviet leader hasn’t been on the Senate floor at all, and the 
Senator hasn’t showed up very often. But both are always there in 
spirit, and it’s hard to say which name is most often hurled back and 
forth across the aisle, a borderline which has become almost as ideo­ 
logical as the 38th parallel in Korea. 
Last time I looked, all the contestants were figuratively enmeshed 
in a melee with such a tangle of arms, legs and political extremities 
that friend and foe were often indistinguishable and many a blood- 
brother has bitten his kinsman's ear by mistake. 
Deep Moan Of Anguish 
There was a deep moan of anguish the other day when Republi­ 
can Senator Smith of New Jersey found that he had accidentally voted 
; for the “transmittal”—hence the “approval”—of the terrible Tydings 
j report which labeled McCarthy a “fraud and a hoax.” 
Equally painful was the squeeze upon Republican Senator Lodge 
when he tried to explain to GOP liberals why he hadn’t signed the 
Tydings report and to GOP conservatives why he isstied a report of 
Tiis own which went at least part way with Tydings. Lodge was stag­ 
gering alarmingly about the floor, what with trying to carry water 
on both shoulders.

Korean Forces 
May Be Facing 
Supply Trouble 
WASHINGTON, July 28—(INS) 
—An army spokesman said today 
Korean Communist forces, fearing 
supply troubles may now be at­ 
tempting a desperate “grand slam 
push” against American and South 
Korean troops defending the Pusan 
bridgehead. 
The spokesman, noting the grow­ 
ing intensity of United Nations air 
attack on the already well-extended 
North Korean supply lines, de­ 
clared: 
“It is not at all impossible that 
the Communist army soon may 
find itself unable to get vital ma­ 
terials to the front. 
“They probably have their full 
strength in operation now and fig­ 
ure they’d better use it before Gen.

Aussie harpooners sailing under 
Norwegian captains have already 
initiated their first assault on the 
48-foot humpback whales, a small­ 
er species of the mammal com par­ 
ed to the 90-odd foot blue whale 
found in the Antarctic. 
Paul F. Magee, commercial at­ 
tache to the Australian embassy, 
said estim ates are the 600 whales 
will give 4,500 tons of oil and 9,000 
tons of by-products.

tralia is faced with a severe oils . 
and fat shortage the catch will j 
more closely resemble the rain­ 
bow’s proverbial pot of gold.

Unsurveyed Land 
1 
Ulah's Problem 


SALT LAKE CITY—(INS)—In­ 
creased developments of oil and 
m ineral discoveries in Utah, in­ 
cluding uranium ores, has aroused 
concern among state officials over 
unsurveyed public lands in the 
state. 
Amost one-fourth of the land in 
Utah, or 12,700,000 acres, still is 
unsurveyed. 
The state cannot be 
allocated its share of the land, thus 
can receive no income from min­ 
eral leases and royalties, until the 
land is surveyed. 
For the fiscal year of 1948, ine 
state realized $237,000 from min­ 
eral leases on 2,500.000 acres of 
public land. 
At this rate, state of­ 
ficials explain, Utah has a vital 
financial interest in urging com­ 
pletion of the cadastral surveying. 
When the land is surveyed, the 
state is allocated four sections of 
the 36 sections in each township. 
All revenue from such land goes 
to schools. 
A resolution pending in congress 
would call for completion of the 
surveying by 1962. 
But state offi­ 
cials explain that already Utah has 
lost much revenue during the wave 
of oil leasing in past months, and 
will lose more in the next decade.

Plan Operating 
The FBI chief noted th at “plans 
have already been made and are 
in operation w hereby the law en­ 
forcem ent agencies of the nation 
are w orking in close co-operation 
w tih the FBI." 
Hoover offered suggestions for

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AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF All OLD GRIST HILL

Minister of the First Presbyterian Church, Pittsburgh, Pa. 
(Suggested by a recent visit to McConnellis Mill 
on the Slippery Rock, Lawrence County, Penna.) 


For well nigh a century now, I+ 
have stood* here by the bank of 
the river. Three generations of 
farmers have brought me their 
grain to be ground; and then, 
when I have returned it to them, 
they have turned it into bread for 
man and sustenance for beast. 
For almost a hundred years my 
great wheel, turned by the eager, 
rushing waters of the river, has 
set in motion the upper and the 
nether m ill stones which crush the 
grain into the finest flour. 
1 have never removed from this 
spot where my faithful companion 
bv day and by night, through all 
the years, has been the river which 
turns my wheel. I have seen the 
generations come and go. I have 
seen little children grow to man­ 
hood, and then wither away in old 
age as the green leaves of spring 
and summer wither and fall on the 
trees which grow on the hillsides 
around me. I have seen wars dev­ 
astate the earth, and then peace 
smile again upon the world. Four 
times 1 have heard the tread of 
men marching to war, as they 
crossed the Covered Bridge below 
me. I have seen nations and gov­ 
ernments rise and fall; but no 
change in government or national 
allegiance has affected me or my 
work, for under whatever system 
of government or society men live, 
in times of war or in times of 
peace, men must have that bread 
which is the staff of life. 
Almost a century has passed 
»ince first I turned my wheel; but 
seedtime and harvest, cold and 
heat, summer and winter, and day 
and night have not failed to come 
at their appointed season. My life’s 
work has been done in this quiet, 
secluded place, remote from the 
noise and turmoil of cities. Yet I 
am content. It has been a happy 
life that I have lived, and a useful 
work that I have done; a work 
which has fed the hungry, clothed 
the naked, and made men strong. 
I have never robbed widows and 
orphans. I have never led men or 
women astray into wrong paths I 
have never poisoned men’s bodies 
or 
corrupted 
men’s 
souls. 
No 
drunkard, thief or murderer has 
ever arisen out of his grave to call 
me cursed; but there are thou­ 
sands who rise up and call me 
blessed, for my work has blessed 
the sons of men. That is my ex­ 
ceeding great reward.

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FREEZE OR CAN SWEET CORN 
FOR WINTER MEALS 
After the family has had its till 
of sweet corn this summer, you 
will want to freeze or can som e of 
the creamy gold kernels to add in­ 
terest and flavor to winter meals. 
Frozen corn tastes almost as 
good as the vegetable does when 
served fresh. 
Freezing corn is 
much less trouble than canning 


Freeze corn on the cob. whole 
kernel style, or cream style. Corn 
on the cob may acquire a cob 
taste. Select corn just right for 
table use. flusk. remove silk, and 
vash ears. Discard impertect ears 
Steam-scald 6 to 8 minutes. Cool 
in ice water and drain. 
W hen 
cool, wrap in cellophane or alum­ 
inum foil or place in moisture- 
vapor-proof bags. Freeze at once. 
To prepare whole kernel corn 
for freezing, scald on cob 6 to 8 
minutes, cool promptly, cut from 
cob, 
pack 
in 
containers, 
and 
freeze. To pack com cream style, 
cut com from freshly husked cobs. 
Scrape the cob with back of knife. 


Cook in top of double boiler 12 
minutes. C ool in refrigerator trays. 
Pack and freeze at once. 
Canning is a good preservation 
method for homemakers who do 
not have their own home freezer 
or access to a locker plant. 
To 
can corn, cut kernels from cob. 
Add enough water to cover. Bring 
to boiling point. 
Pack hot. 
Do 
not pack too tightly or attempt 
to can too much at one time. 


Process pint jars 55 minutes in 
the steam pressure cooker. Quart 
jars are not recommended for 
corn canning. There is danger of 
spoilage using the boiling water 
bath for corn.

Vocational agriculture students 
In the three-county area of Law­ 
rence, Beaver and Butler have 
done quite well for themselves 
during the past year, according to 
reports submitted to district voca­ 
tional agriculture supervisor .Tames 
C. Fink. 
The district includes one school 
in Beaver county, four in Law­ 
rence county and seven in Butler 
county, where vocational agricul­ 
ture i^ taught in the rural high 
schools. 
The four Lawrence coun­ 
ty schools include Union town­ 
ship. North Beaver township. New 
Wilmington and East Brook. 
Boys who take the course are re­ 
quired to give a report on self­ 
owned 
farm 
projects, 
and 
this 
year's program has been one of the 
best ever submitted. 
Figures In Report 
It showed that 246 students com­ 
pleted at least one project out of 
406 enrolled, while 96 completed 
two projects, and 39 completed 
three projects. 
In all. 450 projects 
were completed, with a net profit 
of $48,363 59. including their own 
labor. 
Gross receipts from these proj­ 
ects were $136,512.83. with charges 
of $95,430.61. 
Charged off as la­ 
bor on these projects was $7,281.37. 
leaving a profit of $41,082.22. 
The raising of poultry was the

—A dairy state senator contends) 
that the existence of huge govern- j 
ment-owned surpluses of dairy and ! 
other food products “may lead to 
a breach between farmer and con-’ 
sumer.” 
Democratic Sen. Humphrey of 
Minnesota, thinks ill feeling be­ 
tween the two groups may result 
from a continuation of high food 
prices on the open market. But he 
offers no solution. 
Agriculture Secretary Brannan 
has asked Congress to authorize 
re-packaging of government-held 
foods to make them more attractive 
to 
possible 
recipients. 
He 
also 
urged government-paid transporta­ 
tion as one answer to the disposal 
problem. This two-fold program 
has an estimated cost of 50 million 
dollars. 
Humphrey wants the Sewall sub­ 
committee on food prices to in­ 
vestigate what he terms a “monop­ 
oly in the Oleomargine industry,” 
and to look into the “disparity be­ 
tween farm and consumer prices.” 


T h e 
agriculture 
department 
recommends—subject to growers' 
approval—a government marketing 
„ agreement and order program for 
the handling of Irish potatoes pro­ 
duced in Pennsylvania. 
The program 
would authorize 
potato regulation by grade, size 
and quality. Minimum standards of 
quality and maturity on potatoes 
grown in the state would be estab­ 
lished. Administration would be in 
the hands of a committee composed 
of local growers and handlers. 
Pennsylvania growers will vote 
in 
a 
referendum 
to 
determine 
whether they favor or oppose the 
proposed program. Growers will be 
notified of the vote dates. 
The department reminds grow­ 
ers that failure to approve the 
proposed marketing order by a 
two-third majority will result in 
lack of price support on Pennsyl­ 
vania potatoes. 


A forest service expert advises 
owners of southeastern slash pine 
forest to manage their acres to 
produce not only naval stores but 
more pulpwood. sawtimber, fuel- 
wood, poles and piling. 
R. 
D. 
McCulley, 
government 
forester, says in,a booklet he au­ 
thored that the importance of har­ 
vesting a variety of products from 
slash pine has become increasingly 
evident to forest managers during 
the past few years. 
According to McCulley. the de­ 
mand for naval stores has gradual­ 
ly fallen off. while the demand for 
pulpwood and sawtimber has risen. 
He states that the various uses of 


slash pine for pulp, lumber and 
turpentine do not naturally sup­ 
plement each other. 
Recognizing that 
naval 
stores 
are a quick cash crop, McCulley 
goes on to say that cutting and tur­ 
pentining can be integrated. He 
recommends careful selection of 
trees to be cupped. Interested own­ 
ers can obtain McCulley’s booklet 
free from the U. S. Forest Service, 
Washington, D. C.

HARRISBURG—Continued

pansion of the broiler industry in 
Pennsylvania has kept total out­ 
put of baby chick hatcheries at 
high levels in spite of a weak de­ 
mand for flock replacement chicks, 
the State Department of Agricul­ 
ture anonunced following federal- 
state surveys of hatchery produo 
tion for the month of May. 
Commercial hatcheries of the 
state had an output of 7,870,000 
chicks during May, 7 per cent be­ 
low the same month a year pre­ 
vious and about 14 per cent be­ 
low the 1944-48 average, the sur­ 
vey disclosed. 
Production during the first five 
months of 1950 totaled 44.740.000 
chicks, and last year 43,516,000. 
The number of chicks produced 
bv commercial hatcheries in the 
United States during May 
was 
more than 211 million, 18 per cent 
less than for the same month in 
1949 and 12 per cent below aver­ 
age. 
Demand for broiler chicks 
was about the same as a year 
earlier but orders for flock replace­ 
ment chicks were considerably un­ 
der that of last year. 
In Pennsylvania May prices for 
most straight run and pullet chicks 
were down from April but cockerel 
prices were higher.

RIO DE JANEIRO — (INS) — 
What was a strategic outpost dur­ 
ing the war is now only a crab In­ 
fested island which the Brazilian 
government is contemplating turn­ 
ing into a fishing colony. 
The tiny (five square miles) is­ 
land of Trindade lies 600 miles ofl^ 
the coast of Victoria and 780 miles 
from Rio de Janeiro.

He proposed to the government 
that a complete scientific survey be 
made of the island with a view' to 
planting a fishing colony there. 
The government agreed to finance 
the expedition and lent him two 
light destroyers. ___

dry territory. 
But a body has to step mighty 
lively in this region to get out of 
the way of motorized speakeasies- 
on-wheels as they race through the 
streets on their way to deliver life- 
giving potables to deserving (cash) 
ru^inmpro 
Dryest Votinr, Wettest Drinking 
This is one of the dryest voting, 
w ettest drinking states in U.S.A. 
The United Dries and the W.C.T.U. 
seem ¿to have a stranglehold on 
the vote, and the United Topers, 
a death grip on the bottle. It is a 
system that seemingly makes al­ 
m ost everybody happy, since each 
has what he wants, including a 
high-rolling, 
western-style 
hang­ 
over that puts to shame the mere 
pink elephants and DT’s of the ef­ 
fete East. 
Cocktail parties are as much a 
fixture of polite society here as on 
Park Avenue and have replaced 
th e neck-tie soiree vigilante gather­ 
ings of yesteryear for both socia­ 
bility and excitement. 
This state has been dry, political­ 
ly, since the memory of man run­ 
neth not to the contrary, but by no 
stretch of the imagination has it 
ever been a drought or dust bowl 
area. 
Has Gone So Far 
• 
In recent years, Oklahoma has 
gone so far as to legalize the sale 
of beer, but during the last state 
election, when the sophisticates in 
Tulsa and

Completely Passe 
The old stationary speakeasy, as 
refined and perfected in New York 
during the noble experim ent, is 
completely passe 
in 
Oklahoma. 
Thanks to the internal combustion 
engine, the mobile speak is one of 
the finer flowerings of this border 
state. 
As I pound the typewriter, there 
is before me a scarlet card about 
the size of the old speak cards of 
the ’twenties. At the top of the 
card is printed a telephone num ber 
and beneath it the current price of

And there ain’t no alky 
in an alky parlor, but a customer 
can get down an order for hard 
liquor. 
How It Works 
From five to twenty minutes 
after the customer phones his order 
to the alky parlor, an ordinary 
passenger automobile driven by an 
ordinary character draws up in 
front of the address given by the 
customer. The driver delivers in a 
plainly wrapped package whatever 
the customer has ordered. 
The 
alky parlor cheerfully delivers as 
little as a pint. 
A fter he has made his delivery, 
the driver invariably asks if he 
may use the phone. He calls back 
the alky parlor, and the office 
gives him any accumulated orders

Naturally, there is 
some waste in advertising; but 90 
per cent of it is to the good. The 
merchant who pays a bill for ad­ 
vertising expects his ad to “pay its 
way”. The return in merchandise 
sales per dollar spent for space is 
carefully watched. 
In certain types of copy featur­ 
ing the sale of shoes, dresses and 
various other articles of consumer 
goods, a merchant thinks he can 
determine an hour after his store 
opens for business whether or not 
the advertisement is a success. He 
fools himself by trying to do this.

Don’t Worry About Korea

Over Rich Iran 


Tension All Along 
Russian Border 
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ROSE POINT

WASHINGTON, July 28—(INS) 
—United States sources are re­ 
ported to be concerned today over 
the possibility of defending stra­ 
tegic Iran in event the Cominform 
decides to make that the next point 
of attack. 
Speculation in past weeks has 
centered on Iran as one of the pos­ 
sible areas where Russian strategy 
m ight call for an offensive 
Iran’s 
position is often regarded as simi­ 
lar to that of Korea, excepting that 
any 
attack 
would 
have 
to 
be 
launched by the Soviet Union it­ 
self. 
There has been continuing ten­ 
sion along the Russian-Iranian bor­ 
d er ever since the United Nations 
forced Russia in 1946 to withdraw 
occupation troops from the war­ 
tim e supply line running through 
Iran. 
Border Incidents 
Reports reaching Washington in­ 
dicate that at least 100 Iranian 
soldiers die each year in border 
incidents. 
The reports have lessened within 
the past two months. 
Some ob­ 
servers fear that the Soviet forces 
are rem aining quiet prior to launch­ 
ing an all out surprise attack. 
While Iran’s oil production has 
generally been considered the chief 
prize, officials no longer regard 
this resource as im portant to the 
West as to the Russians. 
Border tensions in Iran are re­ 
ported to have been supplanted by 
increasing internal pressure. The 
outlawed Tudeh party, completely 
pro-Russian, is said to be the most 
effective political party in the land. 
Gaining Recruits 
The party is said to be gaining 
Tecruits daily through its Clandes­ 
tine press. 
* While Iranian troops are reported 
to be well trained and disciplined, 
they have not yet proved them 
selves in battle. 
But the natural dislike of the 
Iranians for the Russians is said to 
be such 
that 
guerrilla 
warfare 
would cost the Reds a heavy mili­ 
tary commitment. 
The fact that the British are ne­ 
gotiating for payments of heavier 
oil royalties to Iran is expected to 
strengthen the country against Rus­ 
sian aggression. 
In the event of 
occupation, there would be no roy­ 
alties.

Says Army To 


Be Increased 


To 834,000 Men

WASHINGTON. July 28—Chair­ 
man Vinson (D> Ga.. of the House 
Armed 
Services 
Committee 
an- 
Bounced today that the Army w ill! 
be increased by 224,000 officers 
and men to a total of 834,000 dur­ 
ing the next year. 
The announcement came after a 
closed meeting in which Gen. J. 
Lawton Collins, chief of staff, out­ 
lined the Army’s stepped-up pre­ 
paredness program, which calls for 
an outlay of $3,059,154,000 from 
the $10,500,000,000 emergency de­ 
fense fund* asked by the president. 
Meanwhile, draft officials set to 
work to call to the .olors the 100,- 
000 men requested by the Army 
during September and October. 
Vinson said the army will get its 
244.000 reinforcem ents through the 
draft, enlistments, and a call-up of 
reservists and national guardsmen. 
The 834,000-man army will be 3,- 
000 men short of the statutory 
strength perm itted by law. The 
ceiling, however, is expected soon 
to be lifted. 


Women Education 


Big UN Problem 


LONDON— (INS) — The ignor­ 
ance 
of women in 
the under­ 
developed areas of the world is 
cited by a United Nations group 
as one of the problem s which must 
be urgently tackled. 
A pam phlet issued by the U. N. 
educational scientific and cultural 
organizations says; 
“This ignorance not only im­ 
pedes improvement in the health 
of the people and the betterm ent 
of homes but deprives men of the 
companionship of m arriage and 
future generations of enlightened 
motherhood." 
The pamphlet, first of a series, 
covers literacy campaigns, langu­ 
age teaching, the use of films and 
radio, library and museum serv­ 


ices and the education of women 
and girls. 
Advice is also given on the train­ 
ing of field workers, the prepara­ 
tion of education m aterials and 
adm inistration and finance. 
Concerning health education, the 
pam phlet states that where dis­ 
ease is accepted passively and as­ 
cribed to an evil fate or to witch­ 
craft the attitude of the people 
might immediately be changed by 
curative medicine, although what 
is good in the traditional beliefs 
should be preserved. 
An effective way of taking the 
power out of cults such as “voo­ 
doo,” the pam phlet says, would be 
to bring them into the open and 
give them a place in local folk­ 
lore.

Tops 1949 Figures 


HARRISBURG. — Records that 
are far ahead of the previous test i 
have been announced at the end of 
the seventh month of the 1949-50 
Pennsylvania Official Egg Laying 
Contest sponsored by the State De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture. 
Compared with the first seven 
months of the 1948-49 test, the cur­ 
rent laying record is 194,733 eggs 
or 4.638 ahead, the D epartm ent 
said. Points earned by the more 
than 1,200 birds in the contest 
total 204.040 or 5.737 in advance of 
the previous contest. The average 
num ber of eggs per bird on test is 
151.46 for the seven-month period. 
3.76 eggs higher than the 1948-49 
test. Points per bird average 158.5 
or 4.18 ahead. 
The leading contest entry is a 
hen of Single Comb White Leg­ 
horns owned by the Darby Leg­ 
horn Farm, Somerville, N. J., with 
2,766 eggs and 2,867 points.
